ESSAY  III. 

Vhi  wel,  ihi  Though  pleafant, 

yet  it  flings.  Plautus. 

TT  would  feem  that  where  nature  had 
found  a  field  too  barren  for  wifdom, 
there  Ihc  had  planted  wit;  fo  feldom  do 
v.  e  fee  them  united  in  one  perfon;  and 
it  may  he  elteemed  a  peculiar  happinefs 
for  the  world  (lie  has  vouchfafed  to  be- 
fiow  it  upon  fo  few,  although,  like  the 
longitude,  many  people  have  impofed 
upon  the  public,  by  pretending  to  have 
diicovcred  it,  where  vanity  and  folly 
v^cre  tlior  only  prompters.  Locke  ha« 
f;ud,  that  wit  confifts  either  in  an  alFem- 
blage  or  contrail  of  ideas.  This  may 
be  idft  enough  when  taken  in  its  utmoft 
latitude;  but,  in  my  opinion,  we  may 
often  find  an  affemblage  or  contrail  of 
ideas,  without  the  fmallefl  degree  of 
wit.  Dean  Swift,  Avho  was,  perhaps, 
<'ue  of  the  greateil  avits  Europe  ever 
produced,  has  defined  it  to  be  only  “  a 
nadinefs  of  thought,  and  a  facility  of 
t  xprefnon;”  or  (in  the  midwives  phrafe, 
t  ivshe)  “  a ’quick  conception,  and  an 
eafy  deliver^'.’*  Por  my  part,  I  am  much 
lather  inclined  to  agree  with  this  lailo- 
ninion;  and  I  think  it  cannot  well  be 
more  particularly  defined,  as  the  fpecies 
of  wit  arc  fo  different  in  ihemfelvcs,  and 
Vo  L.  XVII. 


vary  fo  much  in  every  age  and  country, 
that  it  will  not  admit  but  of  a  very  ge¬ 
neral  and  vague  definition.  No  qualifi¬ 
cation  is  more  dangerous  to  the  poil’ef- 
for,  and  none  has  been  more  eagerly 
fought  after  than  w'it.  The  perpetuum 
mohile,  the  quadrature  of  the  circle, 
nor  even  the  philofophcr’s  iloiie  itlclf, 
can  boaft  of  fuch  a  numerous  train  of 
votaries.  Women  are  not  more  fond  of 
being  thought  beauties,  than  men  arc  of 
this  favourite  accomplifliment.  Moft 
people  are,  or  wmuld  be,  wits;  fo  that 
this  monkey  talent  may  almoll  be  called 
the  univerfal  paflion,  although  it  is  ge¬ 
nerally  dellrudtive  both  of  our  worldly 
intereft  and  happinefs. 

.  Wit,  like  manners,  is  intirely  local 
and  relative.  It  is  not  the  fame  in  Chi¬ 
na  as  in  England,  nor  in  the  country  as 
in  town ;  and  the  wut  of  a  .Greek  or  a 
Roman,  1  am  afraid,  would  at  prefent 
have  very  little  effedl  on  the  rifiblc 
mufcles  even  of  their  countrymen.  For¬ 
merly  a  wit  W.19  a  perfon  of  a  ferious, 
thoughtful  difpofition,  poflefled  of  a  fine 
underflanding,  a  comprehenlive  genius, 
a  delicate  imagination,  and  able  to  ex- 
prefs  himfelf  properly  and  beautifully 
upon  every  fubjeifl  or  occafion.  Such 
were  Cicero,  Homer  and  Virgil,  whom 
Horace  calls  ingens  ingenium,  although 
you  will  meet  with  very  few  paflages  in 
his  writings  that  can  excite  laughter^ 
'Fhis  was  the  genuine  ferious  wit  for 
which  the  Athenians  were  fo 
S  f 
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in  their  writings  and  ordlnnry  con- 
venhtion;  lor  even  their  lahic-t  tlk  was 
more  »Tjrtr'i(.ri'’e  and  entertaining  than 
t!ie  chltlnite  pr  dint.oii>  of  a  modern 
wii*.  A  JK  ih»n,  ev«;n  1  lie  in  oft  judicious 
ohll  rNei  ,  I  an  find  little  oF  this  in  the 
piXicnt  ec’eir.onioijs  cliit-chal  oi  onr 
UM-tal)les  I'vvliete  dreTs,  nandcr  and  fol¬ 
ly  only  reign )>  although  pretty  frequeiit- 
ly  in  the  writings  t<f  our  hell  poets  and

ino  M>plied  in  the  pi'lleftion  of  many, 
'vt'.o.  i>y  tlie  too  lilnral  exereife  of  it  in 
:di  Ciinipaniis,  at  ialt  generally  Isecome 
wh.ous  to  fticiety,  and  openly  prc'ftitiite 
thole  paiir,  which,  when  properly  ap- 
ph miwdit  have  done  honour  to  the 
IP.  ithii  i.^  k  — Hetu'e  we  fee  the  dangers 
;\”d  me«  rveniencies  attending  the  pro- 
leftlons  of  vrit  and  mimiikry,  without 
nn'.v:n;»‘nl  and  difcretion  to  regulate 
tiv.o-  .lol'on  ;  and,  as  before  hinted,  they 
cMv  :r.  are  t!.e  lot  f^f  anv  e>ne  man  :  yet, 
e  *  n  in  tiiefc  latter  limes  of  corruption 


and  degeneracy,  we  may  at  lead  jiiftly 
boaft  of  two  remarkable  exceptions  in 
the  perfons  of  the  immortal  Swift  and 
Sterne. — Philips,  one  of  the  moft  elegant 
of  our  poets,  has  an  exceeding  beautiful 
paflage  on  this  fubjed,  which  begins—

And  Pope,  in  his  eftay  on  criticifm,  gives

Of  ill  the  fpecies  of  wit,  now  fo  much 
in  voguo,  none  appears  to  me  more  (illy 
a?^d  d.'  p' cable  than  that  of  punning.  A 
p..  rl.)n  polRired  of  a  tolerable  degree  of 
nfiur.  nce,  whicli  wit  generally  carries 
al.  ng  with  it,  by  the  arch  interpretation 
ot  .1  wo.d,  or  hy  fubllitutnig  another  in 
its  place  of  a  limil.ir  found,  but  which 
conveys  a  quite  ditierent  idea,  may  put 
a  man  of  modelry  and  good  fenfe  to  a 
very  difagreeable  nonplus,  and  make 
him  ever  after  very  unhappy  in  his  com¬ 
pany,  under  the  greatclt  reftrftnt  both 
in  his  words  and  adions.  Can  fuch  a 
periou  fiil  of  being  the  peft  and  nuifance 
of  all  feciety,  unlefs  his  wit  be  levelled 
at  a  perfon  properly  qualified  for  a  butt, 
vVhich  cannot  alw'ays  be  the  cafe.  7  he 
humorous  Swift  has  wrote  a  treatife 
txprefsly  againft  thi^  fpurious  kind  of 
wit,  although  in  fuch  a  ludicrous  man¬ 
ner,  that  it  is  more  apt  to  prejudice 
people  in  its  favours  than  otherwife. 
Pu fining  is  faid  to  have  taken  its  rife, 
and  flouriftud  moft,  under  the  reign  of 
queen  lilizabelh,  who  greatly  favoured 
and  promoted  this  laudable  art,  info- 
much  that  the  cgntagion  extended  its 
baneful  influence  over  the  whole  kingr 
dorn ;  and  the  very  minifters  impioufly 
difpeuled  the  Chriftian  dodrinc  in  puns, 
as  it  w  as  of  old  delivered  in  parables.  A 
reverend  biihop  in  her  reign,  preaching 
on  this  text^  'fke  wages  oj  ftn  arf 
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0eath,  mod  wickedl/  finiihed  his  dlf- 
<-oiulc  with  ihcl'c  woiclc,  “  Poor  wages 
indeed,  my  brethren,  that  a  man  can’t 
live  by.”  How  cxccrabie  a  pun  !  What 
opinion  could  llie  auditory  have  of  their 
prelate’s  morals  or  piety,  who  could 
make  lb  liglit  of  fuch  a  and  I'e- 

rioiis  mailer  ? 

d'lie  double  tntendrey  or  the  art  of 
rendering  oblcenity  palatable,  is  al- 
mo!t  as  prevalent  in  modern  converia- 
tion  as  the  former,  and  is,  uideed,  tv)o 
nuieh  countenanced  by  molt  men,  and, 
when  delicately  difguifed,  or  wrapt  in 
clean  linen,  is  equally  well  received  by 
the  more  vicious  and  corrupt  part  of  the 
female  fex ;  but, in  whatever  drels,  it  niuft 
be  otilnlive,  in  the  higheft  degree,  to  the 
challe  ears  of  the  ?riodeJl  and  virtuous, 
I'his  kind  of  wit  is  like  wife  ufed  with 
great  luccefs  in  many  of  our  beft  novels, 
arid  even  by  onr  mofi  elegant  poets; 
Pope,  particularly  in  his  much  admired 
poem  of  the  Rape  of  the  L<x:k,  ulcs  the 
double  entendre y  when  he  makes  the 
heroine  of  his  poem  fay — 

Oh !  hadjl  thouy  cruel !  been  content  to 
feize 

Hairs  lefs  in  fight,  or  any  hairs  but 
thefe. 

And  again, 

Men  prove  nvith  child,  as  ponxi'rful 
fancy  nvorks. 

And  maidsy  turn'd  hottlesy  call  aloud 
Jor  corks, 

•  The  obfeenity  here  is  as  glaring  as  mid¬ 
day  ;  and  it  is  very  eafy  to  imagine  what 
vicious  and  lewd  Ideas  the  words  hairs 
and  corks  muft  excite  in  the  minds  of 
blooming  and  youthful  female  readers ; 
ideas  extremely  well  calculated  for  rc- 
cruiting  our  colonies  in  America,  and 
for  inforcing  the  dodilues  of  pajive  obe- 
dience  and  non-refijiatice  into  our  ten¬ 
der-hearted  virgins;  fo  that  this  manner 
of  writing  Teems  to  be  truly  political, 
and  may,  in  the  courfc  of  a  few  lunar 
mouths,  produce  its  proper  effedts :  But 
the  worft  etfedts  may  proceed  from  the 
beft  intentions;  and  it  is  a  melancholy 
confideration,  that  the  prefent  infidelity 
of  wives,*  and  unchaftity  of  daughters, 
may  probably  be  very  much  owing  to 
the  fcandaious  ufe  of  the  double 

joined  with  the  otherlicentiouf- 
nefs  of  our  plays,  poetry,  and  novels. 

The  burlefque  is  a  fpecies  of  wit, 
which  has  been  likewife  very  jnuch  ufed 


by  our  authors  for  thefe  many  ycara 
paft;  and  although,  in  general,  far  more 
inin>cent  and  iifrfiil  than  the  former 
may  yet,  on  fome  occafions,  fuggeft  cer¬ 
tain  ideas  not  at  all  conformable  to  the 
llridt  rules  of  modefty.  It  is  at  once 
calculated  to  excite  laughter  and  ridicule, 
and  nas  been  ufed  with  very  goo<l  ettedt 
by  onr  poels  ami  fatyrifts.  It  is  general¬ 
ly  (vcalioned  by  a  in  Jilen  difeovery  of  an 
unexpected  refciiildance  l^eiwcen  objeCls^ 
apparently  dilimilar,  or  by  a  chain  of 
fuch  objects,  ot  a  mean  and  elevated  na¬ 
tion,  carelefslv  thrown  together.  Tne 
poem  of  Hiidibras,  whieii,  equally  with 
the  veilitication,  has  lefteCted  gi  eat  ho¬ 
nour  on  its  author,  is  allowed  to  be  the 
ftandard  of  this  kind  of  wit.  Among 
many  others,  it  is  much  nfed  by  P('pc,as 
w'ith  great  humour  in  his  Rape  of  the 
Lock — 

IV he t her  the  nymph  fjall  break  Dia^ 
na' s  lu'Wy 

Or  fome  frail  China  jar  receive  a 
fans). 

Or  fain  her  honour  y  or  a  nenxj  brocade. 
Forget  her  prayers y  or  inifs  a  mafque^ 
•  rade ; 

Or  lofe  her  heart,  or  necklace  at  a 
ball. 

Or  •whether  hcav'n  has  doom'd,  that 
Jhock  mujl  fall,  &c. 

Mr  Addifon,  in  his  Spectator,  likewife 
ufes  it  very  happily  in  deft'iibing  the 
hoop. petticoat.  “  When  (fays  he)  I 
furvey  this  iiew-faftiioned  I’otundo  in  all 
its  parts,  I  cannot  but  th’nk  of  the  old 
philofophh*,  who,  after  having  entered 
into  an  Egyptian  temple,  and  looked 
about  for  the  idol  of  the  place,  at  length 
difeovered  a  little  black  monkey  infhrin- 
ed  in  the  middle  of  it. 

Satire  and  raillery  ha^c*  been  ufed  in 
every  age  and  country  to  lalh  the  pre¬ 
vailing  vices  of  the  times,  and  have  foine- 
times  indeed  produced  very  happy  ef- 
feCtsj  particularly  alrhoft  in  our  own 
'times:  What  important  ferviccs  have 
not  llie  w  ritihgs  of  a  Cervantes,  a  Bnt- 
ler,  or  a  Swift,  done  to  their  ret peCfive 
countries;  more,  I  believe  indeed,  than 
the  fermons  of  half  a  century  C(Mild  have 
.  effected*  It  is  an  indifpiitabletrnth,  that 
this  talent  for  fatire  tnuft  be  always  na¬ 
tural,  and  can  nCver  be  acquired,  altho* 
much  improved,  by  ftudy. — Of  all  the 
eminent  fatyrifts  our  country  can  boatt 
of.  Dr  Young  is  moft  generally  efteem- 
cd  ;  althcugh,  in  my  opinion,  ChurchijJ 
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iVifplays  far  grcat'T  abilities,  were  not 
bi&rub)<i^ls  in  gent'ral  fo  mean  and  un¬ 
worthy  the  pen  of  a  fatyrilt;  yet  lie  of¬ 
ten  pours  forth  fuch  a  lunent  of  abufe 
upon  the  unhappy  »  bjects  cf  his  wrath, 
that  v\ill  difgull  many  readers,  who, 
though  they  adiuvre  the  flueJ'.ey  of 
the  mort  poignant  virulence,  yet  can  ne¬ 
ver  approve  of  it. 

I  lorace,  J  uvcnal,  Petronius  and  Perfms, 
feem  ali  to  liavc  e<»ntentled  for  the  l.iurel 
in  this  manner  of  writing  among  the  Ro¬ 
man  authors,  and  each  has  jidlly  delcr- 
veil  it.  Htirace,  indeed,  is  the  moll  ad¬ 
mired  by  many,  and  has  obtained  this 
eiiaravfter,  'Fhat  he  is  fublime  and  atiguil 
without  oflentation,  and  is  as  fevere  and 
keen  in  his  reproaches  as  the  moil  laty- 
1  ical  of  the  poets,  and  in  his  gayer  pieces 
as  lively;  yet  I  think  Juvenal,  as  he 
maile  it  more  particul.'niy  hisftudy,  may 
be  allowed!  to  excel  him  in  fatire.  lie  is 
1  lid  to  have  lived  in  the  time  of  the  moft 
abandoned  culhims.  Vice  was  almoft  as 
mnverlal  anil  avowed  as  at  any  known 
period;  yet  he  has  dared  tolalb  it  with 
a  noble  feverity,  and  never  failed  to  paint 
it  too  deteftable  for  cf.oicc. 

The  days  of  IVtronins  Arbiter  were, 
if  podible,  liill  more  vicious  and  corrupt¬ 
ed.  He  is  allowed  to  write  in  a  very  ea- 
ly  natural  ftile,  a>id  very  pure  language, 
.iithough  he  feems  to  have  fplit  on  the 
rock  wl'ich  Juvenal  focarefully  avoided; 
for  he  paints  llie  vices  of  the  age  in  iiieh 
agreeable  colours,  that  the  reader  is,  at 
hi  ll  view,  K'trpted  rather  to  like  than  be 
difgullcd  .at  them. — Perfuis  lived  during 
the  f.ime  (hamefnl  peiieKl,  and  writes 
with  full  as  much  tartnefs  and  feverity 
Tis  a!iy  I'f  the  former;  although,  in  my 
opinion,  his  ftile,  wliich  difters  from  moft 
of  the  Kom.an  poets,  is  rather  confufid 
and  laeimic.  He  died  young,  otherwife 
he  might  have  improved  in  his  language, 
and  lett  us  more  of  his  writings. 

Satirical  wit  and  raillery  in  eonvirfa- 
tion  is  one  of  the  moft  dangerous  talents 
a  man  can  be  pidlelVed  of;  for  the  eha- 
vaCter  cf  a  man  of  raillery  inuft  be  de- 
teil.able  to  every  man  (‘f  fenfe  and  jt.'dg- 
inent;  ard,  although  it  may  excite  laugh¬ 
ter  in  thofewho  are  not  afteCled  by  it, 
yet  mull  expoic  tlte  owner  to  r.umber- 
lefs  ijuarrels  and  inftilts,  which  every 
wife  man  would  chufe  to  avoid.  Ifat  all 
cxcufeabie  or  agree.ible,  it  ought  to  be 
ufed  againll  the  little  foibles  and  imper- 
teitlions  ot  his  ti lends,  delivered  in  a 
^ocd-ualiired  way, and  witlifuch  polite- 


nefs  as  never  to  leave  a  Ring  behind  it^ 
fur,  as  Dr  Young  ciegantly  cxprcirco  it,

Both  pain  us  leaf  *ivhen  exquiftely 
ktcu. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  bad  confequenccs 
fo  often  attending  the  exercifes  of  wit,  fo 
t*vei balance  any  little  advantage  dciived 
from  it,  that  1  would  rcrioiifly  intreat 
Ihofe  who  are  poftVfted  of  this  talent,  to 
eiuleavour  to  iorget  that  they  are  fo; 
and  thcle  puny  witlings,  whom  Nature 
has  not  thought  projur  tobeftow  it  upon, 
never  to  aim  at  being  thought  w'itty,left, 
fbaring  above  their  height,  they  plunge 
into  the  fea  of  fully,  and  juftly  obtain 
the  character  of  a  bulfoon  lalher  than  a 
wit;  for,  like  moft;  other  parts,  it  is  not 
proper  for  every  ador ;  and,  when  inju- 
dicioufly  managed,  generally  dwimlles 
away  into  mere  obfeurity  and  ftaiider, 
feurrility  and  abufe. — The  following 
charadler,  which  is  to  be  acquired,  much 
better  defenves  our  ftudy,  as  it  is  far 
more  honourable  and  conducive  to  our 
happineTs:

Of  the  feeding  of  Horfes  •ivith  Whins; 
as  prahiifed  by  Mr  John  Eddi^bn  of 
iiuteford,  on  the  borders  of  Shire^ 
nvcoJ  F or ejl,  near  Banvtry,  inTork- 
fiire ;  front  the  Farmer'' s  Tour 
through  the  Eaji  of  England. 

Our  ingenious  author,  after  giving  an 
.account  of  the  excellence  of  Mr  Eddi- 
fon’s  hufbandry  in  general,  and  parti¬ 
cularly  of  his  great  iuccefs  in  improv¬ 
ing  a  bog,  and  reclaiming  fottft-lands, 
gives  us  the  following  intcrefting  par- 
tieulari  of  his  management  of  whins, 
whereby  it  appears  that  a  plant  which 
has  been  fo  long  conlidercd  as  aa  ob- 
ftacle  tohufbandry,  and  w’hich  is  the 
product  of  the  pooreft  foils,  may  be 
ufed  as  a  moft  important  and  valuable 
article  of  food,  in  tbe  keeping  of 
horfes. 
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tN  fettlinsi:  his  teams,  this  attentive 
.6.  i'lrmcT  has  pra^iiileti  a  nietruKl  which 
].i():niil‘s  to  be  very  luccel'ctiii :  he  has 
a  whin  miil. 

When  there  is  only  a  waflc  to  have 
nvouile  to,  nothing  mult  l>e  taken  but 
the  youn"  Ihoots  uf  the  whins;  and 
wiiii  fiielj  trouble  one  man  can  feed  fix 
Iku  i'cs.  But  if  an  acre  was  well  cropped 
%villi  them,  he  is  confu^nt  it  would 
winter  lix  horl’cs :  at  three  or  four  years 
jrrowth,  the  whole  cro]>  Ihould  be  taken, 
cut  elofe  to  the  ground,  and  carried  to 
the  mill  ;  in  which  the  w’hins  are  to  be 
bmifed,  and  then  given  to  the  horfes. 
'1  hey  ail  prefer  them  even  to  corn;  and 
VI  III  eat  neither  that  nor  hay  while  you 
let  tiiem  have  whins :  they  are  further  a 
very  wholefome  food,  and  remarkably 
heaity.  In  hard  drawing  work,  they 
will  do  as  much,  and  Band  it  as  well  as 
any  harfes  fed  in  the  common  manner, 
l  our  acres  lliould  be  planted,  that  one 
may  be  ufed  ea<*h  year  at  the  proper  age 
to  cut.

He  tvild  meat  lirft  ten;  but, 
upon  my  calculating  the  value,  he  re- 
t)lic<.l,  “  1  don’t  think  I  am  above  the 
n  ark;  but,  to  obviate  objediiious,  fet  it 
cloven  at  fix.” — This  improvement,  it 
Taufi  be  allowed,  is  of  a  moft  important 
kind;  and  certainly  reduces  the  expence 
of  liorfc-keeping  more  tlian  any  other 
juac^tice  ever  pe'^rd  of.  Ti»e  puorefl.  land 
do 's  Well  fur  wliins;  2  s.  r.n  acre  rent 
will  yield  vaft  craps;  .and  after  the  firft 
planti'»g,  which  cofus  but  little,  for  the 
fotd  Is  cheap,  will  require  no  other  ex- 
peuce  or  trouble  tlrau  the -cutting  for  the 
hoi*ft\s.  A  horle  m.ay  certainly  he  thus 
well  ktpt  the  hx  winter  tnoiuhs  for  as. 
6  d.  labour  excluded.  - 

i*rcat  /Idvantages  of  pJantin^  quick 
grooving  Tretf  on  Soils'  otber^ivife 
of  Little  Fa/ue  ;  front  the  fume, 

MK  Mcllifh  has,  for  many  years, 
raih  dnmneious  plantations,  which 
i-rc  a  very  great  ornament,  not  to  hi« 
ckclc  u!i’y,  but  to  the  wr.o!c  country. 


In  this  noble  purfuit,  he  has  gained  much 
experience  in  planting  famly  loils,  efpr- 
ciaily  from  trying  various  methods,  ant! 
dift'ercnt  forts  of  trees.  Son;e  pieces  of 
fortll  land  he  has  cleared  from  the  fpem- 
taneous  ru’.bifli,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
for  corn,  and  ploughed  it  once  in  the 
C(>mmon  manner,  upon  which  he  let  the 
trees.  Others  he  trench-ploughed,  aiul 
fet  them;  and,  upon  Ibme  other  pieces* 
lie  did  not  plough  at  all,  and  cleared  lus 
more  than  necellary  to  make  the  holes 
to  plant  them  in.  Tlie  refuif  of  tlicie 
various  trials  was  indeterminate,  ‘‘.’ch 
nearly  equal ;  but,  if  any  difi'ercuce,  thole 
planted  after  clean ug  and  ploughing*, 
were  the  bell.  T'he  forts  tried  were 
Scots  and  fpruce  lirs,  larch,  oak,  alh» 
chefiuit,  beccli,  birch,  &c.  the  'whole 
mixed.  Scots  and  Ipriicefirs  have  grown 
much  fafter  tluui  any  of  the  reft,  and  they 
have  all  fo  generally  fuceecded,  that 
fcarcely  one  in  ten  thouland  have  failed. 
The  foil  he  has  chofen  is  foreft  land  of 
3  8,  ail  acre. 

The  number  h^  has  generally  fet  on 
an  acre  Is  5000;  the  expence  of  iiiclo- 
ling,  railing  the  trees,  and  planting,  it 
3  I.  an  acre.  In  live  years  they  require 
thinning;  the  value  of  the  wood  taken 
out  about  pays  for  the  labour  * ;  the 
number  taken  out  about  iooc. 

In  five  years  more  tlicy  are  thinned  a- 
gain,  when  another  thouHnd  trees  arc 
taken  out,  which  make  very  goed  hedge 
wood  and  hedge  Hakes.  The  value  a- 
bout  5  1.  more  than  what  pays  the  la¬ 
bour. 

After  thefe  thinnings,  3000  are  left, 
which  Mr  Melliih  has  found  from  expe¬ 
rience  to  be  then  w  orth  6  d,  Cach',*  on  an 
average,  as  they  Hand,  clear  of  all  ex- 
pences,  if  fold.  At  this'  time*  another 
thoufand  Ihould  l>e  taken  out. 

Tw'o  thouliiiHl  are  therefore  •  left, 
which,  at  thirty  years  grov/th,  will  br 
worth,  as  they  ftand,  i  s.  each;  and,  at 
forty  years^they  will  be  worth  a  s. 

'I'his  is, the  Hate  of  the  planting  pro¬ 
duce  on  tlie  poor  foreft  Tand 3:  but  Mr 
Melliih  has  many  Scots  firs,  planted 
thirty- five  years  ago  on  g(MKl  land,  which 
are  now  worth  40  s.  each,  and  ver/i 
many  from  s-  to. 35  8.

This  account  of  the  expences,  pro¬ 
duce,  and  profit,  of  planting  foreft-land, 
at  3  s.  an  acre,  Ihews  the  amazing  profit 
of  fuch  undertakings.  Plantations  have, 
in  general,  been  railed  w  ith  a  view  mere¬ 
ly  to  beauty,  or  elfe  through  a  very  nibble 
patriotic  motive  of  being  ferviceable  to 
the  country ;  but  it  is  evident  that  they 
may  be  undertaken  with  very  different 
views  :  with  thofe  of  profit.  So  that  a 
man  may  cut  down  the  trees  he  planted 
hiinlelf,  and  exped  to  reap,  in  fo  doing, 
very  confidcrable  profit. 

If  he  cuts  all  down  at  the  end  oftwenty 
years,  and  leaves  not  a  iingle  tree,  he 
gains  a  profit  clear  of  near  70  1.  an  acre, 
which  is  3  1.  9  8.  per  acre  per  annum 
from  the  fii*ft  planting.  Let  me  afk  the 
moll  fkilful  farmers  of  this  country,  how 
they  will  exceed  fuCh  a  profit,  by  any 
/yftein  of  common  hulbandry,  on  fuch 


poor  land  ?  It  before  appeared,  that  com¬ 
mon  good  hulbandry,  after  fome  im¬ 
provements,  would  yield  but  1 1.  i  s.  i  id. 
per  acre  profit;  fo  that  the  planting,  to 
cut  in  twenty  years,  is  more  than  thrice 
as  beneficial,  and  certainly  much  lefs  ex- 
pofed  to  accidental  Ioffes. 

But  fuppofing  the  trees  left  thirty 
years,  in  that  cafe  the  thinnings  pay,  for 
the  firft  twenty  years,  1 1.  per  acre  per 
annum;  and,  at  the  end  of  the  thirtieth, 
the  account  from  the  firft  planting  is  3  1. 
17  s.  id.  per  acre;  and,  in  forty  years', 
5 1.  6  s.  I  d.  After  which  time  they  may 
be  fuppofed  to  decline  in  quicknefs  of 
growth,  and  confcquently  bad  better  be 
cut  dowm  in  point  of  profit. 

If  beauty  of  fituation  is  not,  in  fome 
refpe^ls,  commanded,  we  fcldfim  fee 
plantations  of  quick* growing  trees ;  but 
it  is  evident  that  poor  foils  ftiould  be 
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plant L*d  Epon  the  mere  view  of  profit: 
a  cr<»i>  i>f  ilrf.,  lin'lc.id  of  a  crop  i*f  wheat, 
hariey  or  oats,  at  o^enty  years  ^,ro\vrh, 
V  hich  lo  many  men  n^iy  exptcit  to  lie 
i)i/i  i'll  pcill^lion,  will  tiini  out  far  lu- 
I'.  riiir.  Oue  (»rihe  iiurfi  profitable  larms 
v/oi.ul  he  a  th'riy  years  leafe  of  facli 
Jar.tl,  w’itli  liln’i’y  to  plant  and  eut  tlowii.

Creator  and  the  creatuie  is,  that  the 
I'ivitie  Being  knows  every  thing  pcrnrCt- 
ly  at  once  without  any  medium,  it  being 
his  ;ibfolute  prerogative  to  fee  things  hy 
intuition  ;  whereas,  Ineh  low  beings  as 
the  wifell  of  our  kiuii  are,  can  pneeive 
nothing  at  all  but  by  certain  means  luit- 
cd  to  oi'.r  pereeptive  powers,  except  on¬ 
ly  the  uperations(*f  our  own  mind,  which 
we  are  mirnediately  eonteions  of.

'I  lit  re  is  no  way  of  ge  tting  at  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  what  cannot  be  brought  within 
llio  reach  of  thefe  powers,  but  by  infor- 
in.ition  and  Icfiimony ,  wiiieli  lali  makes 
things  known  to  liim  tint  his  fenfes  can 
ntitiwr  prefent  nor  fuggeft  to  his  mind. 
7\lbinoiiy  brings  home,  and  confirms  tp 
him  fenfible  facts  vvhleh  his  fenfes  can¬ 
not  be  prefent  with  fii;vplying  liini,  with 
what  ’would  ctheruiie  require  experi¬ 
ence,  obfervatioii,  and  tedious  inquiry. 
W  c  arc  conHitiitioiially  formed  for  re¬ 
ceiving  (it  may  be  aided  for  living  by) 
leltimony,  faith  being  made  by  the  Crea¬ 
tor  bimlelf  an  clllntial  part  of  the  hu¬ 
man  eoiifi itulioii.  lie  h.as  giver  us  the 
llroTigelt  conviction  ol  it  in  the  affairt  of 
a  prellnt  life,  fo  that  all  the  earuinal 
hin!'’es  of  loeiety  aiul  knowledge,  with 
alir.oft  all  Mu*  general  aCtions  of  life,  are 
fiiovid  aud  dii  vcted  by  teltirnony  and 
fdth.  Owe  of  ilie  great  and  noble  ends^ 
anfw’cted  liy  the  intricacy  and  lecrccyof 
nature  in  her  feveral  I'perationt,  is  to 
fouvine'c  mankiiKi  of  the  ablolute  neccl- 
fity  of  divine  teflrmony  :  for  all  our  vain 
bonilmg,  we  cannot  without  it  deter¬ 
mine  what  is  GchI,  or  what  is  nature.  * 

'  M’hc  world,  indeed,  have  Ixen  long  a- 
inufed  and  entertained  with  the  htghc^^ 
encoiiiiumi  on  the  light  of  nature,  and 
mai'y  laboured  volumes  have  appeared 
on  this  fubjeCt,  though,  upon  an  impar¬ 
tial  inquiry,  it  will  be  found,  that  thofe 
who  jiiofels  to  underfland  it  beft,  arc  at 
in'econcileable  variance  about  the  very 
foundation?. and  principles  on  which 
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fhould  ft.ind ;  yet  in  this  they  feem  to 
be  ^VT’ved,  viz.  their  different  fpeTiia- 
tio.j  .ii  tend  to  draw  off  the  atten  ion 
ot  mankind  from  the  oni  y  fiirc  foiruia- 
thns  of  truth  and  duty,  to  buikl  upon 
metiphyiical  tenets  of  their  o  om,  whieh 
have  neither  authority  nor  evidence  e- 
iiont^h  to  fupport  them.  Thefe  literati 
have  fory:ot  that  they  were  once  chil¬ 
dren,  and  that  all  their  improvements 
are  owing  to  f  )ciety  and  the  informations 
and  inltrudions  they  received  there. 
J.et  ns  only  take  a  cool  and  unpreju¬ 
diced  view  of  the  ftate  of  favages,  and 
we  will  readily  find,  that,  in  propoition 
as  fociety  Is  imperfed,  the  underfian- 
dlng  is  ignorant,  and  deprefied  to  fueh  a 
degree,  that  where  the  rudiments  of  fo- 
cie'y  are  fcarcely  known,  the  veftiges  of 
reafon  in  individuals  appear  almoft  to¬ 
tally  effaced,  Wh.it  degree  of  penetra¬ 
tion  aiul  mental  exertion  can  then  be  ex- 
peded  from  the  light  of  nature  fo  unaf- 
filUiI  and  uncultivated?  Is  not  fociety 
the  foil  of  realbn,  and  difeipline  and  e- 
ducation  as  neceffaiy  to  it  as  an  appren- 
ticefhip  to  any  trade  or  bulinefs  ? 

We  come  into  the  world  in  a  ftate  of 
helplels  infancy,  ignorant  of  every  thing, 
and  only  confeious  of  our  ow  n  exiftence 
from  our  wants  and  cravings;  utterly 
incapable  of  making  any  obfervations, 
and  as  incapable  of  deriving  any  advan¬ 
tages  from  them.  Our  young  and  ten¬ 
der  minds  are  formed  to  receive,  impli- 
citely,  the  inftrudions  of  parents  and 
teachers;  and  from  thefe,  infenfibly  in- 
ftilled,  we  afterwards  fondly  inriiaginc 
that  they  are  purely  natural ;  and  be- 
xaiife  they  are  anticipations  of  reai'oning, 
and  exert  their  ftrength  without  it,  we 
inconfidcrately  take  it  for  granted,  that 
they  naturally  rife  from  our  conftitution 
as  inftinds  do  in  brutes.  When  thefe 
things  (thus  briefly  confidered)  are  duly 
weighed,  it  is  furcly  no  forced  inference 
to  conclude,  that  man  is  not  born  a  ra- 
tion.il  creature,  but  only  capable  of  be¬ 
coming  rational;  that  fociety  is  elfen-* 
tially  neceffary  to  the  rearing  and  form¬ 
ing  of  the  human  conftitution,  being,  as 
was  already  obferved,  the  foil  of  reafoR : 
that  inforrpation,  and  not  iinaftifted  pe¬ 
netration,,  is  the  plant;  and  language, 
which  not  natural,  though  univerfal,  is 
the  feed.

Vie^vj  of  the  dijinated  Manners  of 
the  Age. 

There  is  perhaps  no  country  in  the. 

world  where  the  name  of  Roman 
has  been  fo  celebrated  as  in  this  of  Bri-  r 
tain ;  the  prepolfelfion  has  been  carried 
fo  fir,  ttiat  its  very  failings  have  been 
iniftakeu  for  virtues,  and  applauded. 

It  muft*  indeed  be  allpwea,  that  there 
has  been  a  great  fimilitude  between  the 
two  nations — their  love  of  freedom— • 
and  the  rapid  progrefs  they  made  in  the 
art  and  fciences,  and  extenfion  of  their 
empire  :  but  it  is  to  be  feared,  as  our  c- 
rigin  w'as  the  fame,  our  deeJenfion  will 
be  fo  likewife.  A  comparifon  between 
our  induftrious  fore&thers  and  the  pre- 
fent  diflipated  race  of  mortals,  muft 
prove  the  juftnefs  of  my  fears;  every 
day  we  ;>re  gaining  ground  tow’ard  the 
goal  of  dpftriuftion,  and  human  inven- 
tion  is  continually  on  the  rack  to  find 
out  new  methods  for  .the  diftipation  of 
our  wealth  and  time. 

The  winter  being  pad,  let  us  take  a 
view  of  the  difpofition  of  the  fummer, 
and  we  ftiall  find  it  taken  up  in  a  conti¬ 
nual  round  of  diverfion,  hurrying  from 
place  to  place ;  from  race  to  race ;  from 
Margate  to  Brighthclmftone,  -to  Turn- 
bridge,  to  Southampton,  to  Weymouth, 
to  Scarboro*,  Buxton,'  York,  Leith,  and 
nuraberlefs  others.;  near  alm«)ft  every  • 
capital  towm  a  fpring  found  out,  whofe 
virtues  are  cried  up;  a  houfe  is  built  on 
the  fpot ;  company  fiock  to  it  from  all 
the  country  round,  and  imaginary  di-  . 
feafes  are  found  but  which  the  waters  are 
faid  to  cure.  How  happy,  could  they 
remove  the  univerfal  fpirit  of  folly  that 
has  infected  every  rank  of  life,  and 
promifes  foon,  unlefs  fpeedily  removed, . 
(like  our  great  copy,  antient  Rome)  t«» 
prove  the  deftruiftion  cf  the  Brililh  em¬ 
pire  ! 

Were  luxury  and  diffTipation  alone 
confined  to  the  nobility,  the  n.ntiou 
would  not  fo  fevercly  feel  the  effects  at¬ 
tending  thofe  fatal  diforders;  but  the 
manners  of  the  great  will  ever  be  a  ftan- 
dard  for  the  fmall.  The  noble  families  c 
which  formerly  refided  during  the  fum¬ 
mer  on  their  country  eftates,  pra<5tifing 
thefe  old-fafhioned  virtues,  religion,  hoi-  , 
pi.tality  and  dec(»rum,  are  now  to  be  _ 
found  at  the  vyatering-places  (names 
known  to  their  anceftors),  their  man- 
fions  arc  to  the  quiet  poflciTiqn  of 
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CDUple  of  old  fervants  and  the  folitary 
nH)k&;  or  if  they  do  fomcti'nes  cunde- 
feend  to  vifil  them,  their  iUy  is  folliort, 
tint  one  would  imagine  they  only  came 
to  fee  if  they  ftood  In  the  fame  place,  or 
to  invite  the  neighbouring  corporation 
to  dinner,  iti  order  to  preferve  it  in  its 
pliant  and  corrupted  llate.  Such  are

iv  I  quailed  by  the  inh  ibiunts  of  Cheap- 
fule  or  Mincing  1  me. 

Were  iheic  vices  oi  inftaft  the  prefent 
ace  alone,  we  might  hope  a  few  years 
would  fee  an  end  to  tiiein;  hm,  unhap- 
pils,  tnc  riling  generation  is  brought  up 
in  me  for.e  pviiicijde'3  and  love  for  plea« 
fine.  Mallei  and  Mifs  accompany  their 
parents  in  all  their  excudlons,  in  order 
tt)  be  initiated  in  inc  paths  of  folly,  and 
.illilt  in  augmenting  the  expence.  It  is 
true,  ir.deed,  we  may  be  called  a  for- 
•irjrJ  age;  but  how  mucliHiiore  would 
it  redound  to  onr  honour  to  deferve  the 
epillKt  of  nt’//^  ^ 

Without  meriting  the  name  of  Cynic, 
we  may  venture  to  pronounce,  that  the 
piefent  method  of  fpending  our  time  is 
,iu)t  v>n'y  unchriAian-like,  but  foolilh  and 
inconfuierate.  Man  without  rtfle«ition 
(aiul  thole  places  were  not  m  ide  to  in¬ 
dulge  thought)  can  only  be  compared  to 
the  brutes  ;  nor  can  he  be  fud  to  be  fu- 
pt  iior  to  them,  but  that  his  figure  is  e- 
u\'‘l :  how  happy  for  us  if  we  would  hut 
Tiow  and  then  look  inward,  and  exa¬ 
mine,  by  an  impartial  Icale,  our  rule  of 
coiiduitt !  VVe  Ihould  then  be  told,  “  how 
vain,  ti  illing,  and  empty,  are  all  the  plea- 
Inres  ot  life.  We  ihould  then  lee  how 
fond  we  are  of  being  deceived;  what 
pains  we  take  to  furmount  ten  ihoufind 
iliuiculties  which  lie  in  the  way  to  vice; 
how  foon  the  appe'.ite  is  palled,  and  how 
long  the  Aing  remains  upon  the  con- 
feieuce;  that  the  balm  which  Iweetens 
onr  paliage  through  life,  flows  from  a 
fpring  more  iintullicd  than  all  the  empty 
follies  of  hum  in  invention,  and  thatrea- 
fun  has  charms  to  fatiate  us,  if  we  em¬ 
ploy  it  in  fuiveying  the  works  of  the 
creatiun.”

SIR, 

T  has  been  obferved  by  fomc  cclebrat- 
'  ed  writer,  that  men  would  come  into 
company  with  ten  times  the  pleafure  they 
do,  if  they  were  fure  they  Ihould  hear 
nothing  that  would  Ihock  them,  and  ex^ 
peded  what  would  give  them  pleafure. 
indeed,  the  art  of  couverfation  does  not 
con  fill  fo  much  in  being  witty  as  being 
vvilliiig  to  promote  it.  In  this  traffic  of 
fentiinents  there  Ihould  be  a  reciprocal 
faith :  to  difpiiTe  a  man’s  veracity  bc- 
caufe  he  may  have  luigluened  a  narra¬ 
tive,  to  give  it  more  lorce,  or  render  it 
more  intereAing,  though  it  may  not  a- 
m  »unt  to  an  infuit  in  the  expreflion,  will 
iieceffiii  ily  throw  a  damp  upon  his  fpirits, 
and  prtibnhiy  make  him  fupprefs  many 
lively  failles,  left  they  Ihould  not  obtain 
credit-  There  are  f'>me gloomy  mortals 
who  make  it  a  rule  never  ti)  be  pleafed; 
if  ajtft  will  bear  a  double  entendre^  they 
are  put  to  the  blulh  with  indelicacy;  if  a 
ftory  is  related,  it  is  news-paper  autho¬ 
rity  ;  if  an  anecdote  i;i  reported,  this  is 
fiich  a  fcandalous  age  we  live  in,  that 
men  Ihould  not  alfuciatc  together.— 
With  fuch  men  I  ^heartily  agree ;  they 
irnairinc  they  (hew  their  tafte  and  judg¬ 
ment  in  (hewing  their  dilpleafure.  .and 
are  the  bane  of  mirth  and  antidote  of 
conviality,  beeau'V  they  think  it  beneath 
their  dignity  to  relilh  thcconverlalion  of 
thofe  they  fujipofe  inferior  to  them  in 
knovdcclge  and  vvifdom. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  profeifed  wit  is 
the  moft  impertinent  being  on  the  face  of 
the  earth:  he  that  is  for  ever  laying  a 
plan  to  lug  in  a  conceit,  deferves  as  con- 
ft  aiitly  to  be  lugged  by  the  ears*  If  ajeft, 
or  even  a  pun,  arifes  from  the  converfa- 
tion,  it  will  not  be  difagreeable,  becaufe 
it  is  natural;  but  the  book-hunter,  who 
ftrings  them  by  the  hour,  and  has  Joe 
Miller  conllantly  at  his  fingers  ends,’ 
Ihould  be  obliged  to  read  it  all  the  days 
of  his  life  in  his  own  clofet. 

The  great  misfortune  in  converfation 
is,  that  few  men  Ipcak  fomuch  toinftrudl 
or  entertain,  as  to  fliew  their  fuperior 
knowledge  or  genius.  In  many  com¬ 
panies  there  is  a  leading  inan,’  whofc 
afTertions,  however  vague,  carry  with 
them  every  pollible  teftimony  of  autho¬ 
rity  ;  whofc  obid:vations,  however  erio- 
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reous,  are  all  affented  to,  nrd  whofe 
jokes,  however  fl  .t,  ..re  fure  to  create  a 
gi  iiciHl  lujgh.  His  jeajouly  generally 
ket'[)^  pace  vvith  his  importance;  and  if 
any  other  obtains  the  Icaft  applaufe,  he 
inimedMtely  endeavours  to  prove  it  v\as 
ill  beftowed.  Tluis,  by  conftantly  de- 
pieciatjnj(  the  humour  and  judgement  of 
the  roll  of  the  company,  he  ingrofles  it 
•all  to  hiinfelf,  and  is,  in  his  own  opinion 
at  ledt,  the  par.igon  of  cleverncfs. 

Ti  e  regulation  at  the  Robinhood  of 
every  one  who  chafes  fpeaking  five  mi¬ 
nutes,  w  as  well  dev  fed,  and  would  be  of 
utility,  if  no  one  fpoke  but  he  who  faid 
fomething  to  the  purpofe ;  as  the  cafe 
flands,  moft  of  one’s  time  is  taken  up  in 
hearing  nothing.  Me'.hinks  the  prefi- 
dent  lliould  be  authoriled  to  form  a 
judgment  on  the  merit  of  the  fpeaker 
after  the  firft  minute,  and  put  it  to  the 
majority  of  voices,  whether  he  (honld 
proceed;  if  the  prefident  were  judicious, 
by  this  means  the  etfufion  of  much  non- 
fenfe  miglit  be  prevented. 

A  regulation  fomewhat  fimilarin  moft 
general  companies  W’ould  l>e  of  great  fer- 
\:ce;  for  at  prefent  they  generally  all  talk 
together,  or  are  all  filent.

If,  for  inftance, 
the  diftance  at  which  a  perfon  can  read 
a  imall  print  be  from  eight  to  twenty 
inches  with  the  ftronger  eye,  and  only 
from  eight  to  fifteen  with  the  weaker, 
dilbmtt  vifion  will  be  limited  to  leven 
inches,  viz.  from  eigh.t  to  fifteen  for  both 
eyes;  and  as  the  image  in  the  ^ood  eye. 
will  be  ftronger  than  that  in  the  weak 
one,  the  impn  ftion  upon  them  both  will 
no’  he  lodiftind,as  if  the  good  eye  only 
h.id  been  ufed.  It  is  no  w  onder,  tbeie- 
fore,  that  inch  perlous  chide  tonoike  ufe 
of  one  eye  only,  and  turn  the  other  a- 
fide.

Among  the  millions  of  mankind 
who  pafs  through  the  world,  as  un- 
djllinguiflied,  ai  d  as  little  marked,  as 
lliis  in  a  lurT»mer’s  day,  we  fomctinies 
find  ?.n  extraordinary  pertonage,  who, 
wiiile  he  lives,'  aitiads  univerfal  atten¬ 


tion,  and,  after  *  death  has  removed 
him,  is  held  in  halting  remembrance, 
and  tranfinilted  down  to  after-ages  by 
the  pen  of  the  hiftorian  or  biographer. 

Amongft  the  leled  few  mull  be  rec¬ 
koned  the  celebrated  and  reverend  Mr 
George  Whitcfield,  a  title  fuperior  to 
the  honourable  and  rtverendy  of  which 
the  church  aft'ords  fo  many  inftanccs; 
for  if  eloquence,  employed  upon  the 
greateft  of  all  fubjedts,  and  attended  with 
the  ftrongeft,  and  iometimes  the  moft 
wonderful  elfeds  of  pcrlualion,  can  in- 
tille  a  perfon  to  fame,  Mr  Whitefield 
mult  certainly  be  allowed  to  bear  a  con- 
fpicuous  palm. 

It  provokes  one's  indignation  to  find 
thoughtlefs  retailers  of  buft'oonilh  wit, 
and  petty  feofters  at  what  they  do  not 
underftand,  pretending  to  attack  and 
vilify  Mr  Whitefield’s  character,  even 
after  he  no  longer  lives,  as  an  objed  of 
their  envy.  Were  we  not  convinced  of 
it  by  dilagreeable  experience,  we  could 
never  believe  it  pdiible  that  fuperior 
abilities  fiiould  fo  much  provoke  niim- 
liers,  as  to  railc  pointed  and  deliberate 
detradion  without  any  foundation  what¬ 
ever. 

Mr  Whitcfield  had  wit  and  humour . 
at  command,  as  all  know  who  have  heard^ 
him  preach ;  but  he  ufed  them  only  as 
inferior  engines  ;  for  he  had  pathetic  and 
folemn  power.'^,  by  which  he  could  fway 
the  hearts  and  paffions  of  mankind,  and 
infpire  them  with  amiable  and  .lofty, 
ideas  Words  were  to  him  like  colours 
in  the  hands  of  an  able  painter,  of  a  rich 
and  luxuriant  fancy  ;  and,  when  he  ani- 
inaicd  his  pidures  by  lively  and  expref- 
iive  adion,  it  was  impoflible  for  minds 
who  had  any  feeling  at  all,  not  to  have 
an  imprtliion  made  upon  them,  which, 
lo  he  fore,  was  ftronger  or  weaker,  and 
of  a  longer  or  Ihurtcr  continuance,  in 
proportion  to  the  degree  of  fenfibility. 

*  Mr  Whitcfield  flood  the  left  ot  the 
ftrideft  Scrutiny  during  the  courfc’of  his 
long  mitiiftiy  ih  vaiious  parts  of  the 
world,  and  he  flood  it  w'ith  unlullicd 
honour.  Many  violent  accufations  v>erc 
brought  againft  hini,  but  not  one  of 
them  was  ever  made  out;  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  alter  it  had  been  alledged,  in  di-. 
red  terms,  that  he  embezzled  the  mo¬ 
ney  coileded  for  the  i-rphan-houfc  at 
Georgia,  nay,  it  had  been  averred,  with 
the  uliiioft  efiVentery,  that  no  fuch  foun¬ 
dation  did  txift,  the  truth  of  every  thing 
let  forth  by  Mr  Whitcfield  was,  to 
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the*  full  conviction  of  tile  workl,  proved 
in  a  inaniK'r  perfectly  iitic,  and  by 
ihcmoft  refpedabie  aiithoritie-r. 

Mr  Whitcfield  had,  perhaps,  certain 
mydical  notions,  which  men  c;f  colder 
miiuls  may  difapprove;  bnl  it  canniit  be 
denied,  that  lie  jjrcatly  contributed  to¬ 
wards  the  prop  igaiion,  not  only  of  pie- 
ty  properly  fo  called,  but  of  morality; 
tor  J  tan  appeal  to  many  of  the  moll  Icii- 
fible  people  in  the  towns  and  villages  of 
the  dritifn  dominions,  to  fay,  it  it  docs 
ne>t  conlill  with  tlicii  knouleilge,  that 
numbers  t>f  people  were  by  his  preach¬ 
ing  reclaimed  from  idlcnefs  and  vice, 
and  rendered  ufcful  and  feber  members 
of  L/ciely. 

Mr  Wiiitt field  has  gone  to  his  g»‘avc 
with  the  reputation  which  lie  uniformly 
defircd  to  inainlain.  Initead  of  having 
aeeumulated  wealth,  as  was  ofUni  and 
often  ailedgcd  by  his  eiitinie  ,  he  died 
worth  no  more  than  a  Jav  hundri^d 
founds^  and  even  thefe  were  acquired 
but  a  Ihort  time  bcfoic  his  dvVJi.  In- 
ftead  of  hemg  detected  as  a  hypocrite, 
his  fmceiity  flione  forth  to  the  Ldt 
monunt  ot  his  life;  and,  in  a  wa*id,  he 
will  ever  "oe  remembered  as  a  man  of  e\- 
traoviUnary  talent^,  elevaliou  of  ipint, 
and  benevolence  of  heart,  whofe  pleach¬ 
ing  ci>ntiibutcd  to  the  reformation  of 
ihoiiiands.

N  the  Weekly  Magazine  of  the  9th  of 
July  l.ilt,  I  oliferved  a  very  extraordi¬

dale.  1  do  now-  affert,  w  ith  great  truth,

employ  mem,  without  any  hniftrous  in¬ 
tention  of  my  ow  n.  Nor  is  there  one 
word  in  it  tending  to  indicate  the  fmal- 
lert  difref|X‘<^f  to  any  perfon  w  hatever,  or 
to  the  laws  of  my  country ;  but  the  au¬ 
thor  of  the  epiftle  has,  in  a  moft  con¬ 
temptible  manner,  mifreprefented  the 
faifts  fet  forth  in  the  publication,  fo  as  to 
anfwer  his  own  imentioiis,  without  re¬ 
gard  to  truth  and  decency.  Having

Now,  is  it  poflible  for  a  mo- 
m-  nt  to  think,  that  thefe  gentlemen 
wvnild  travel  to  this  country,  almoft  eve-  j 
ry  week,  for  any  gain  that  would  refult  * 
from  two  hundred  fpinners :  nay,  com¬ 
mon  tenfe  contradict.',  it;  and  the  gentle¬ 
men’s  fuhfcribcd  atteftations,  now^  in  my 
cuftcxly, copies  whereof  are  hereto  annex¬ 
ed,  are  ’uflicient  evidence  to  every  can« 
did  perfiin,  that  they  employed  three

"HIS  pimph^et  abounds  with  ufeful 
inftrudions  for  improvements  iu 
agricuUure,  aj.d  p»oper  methods  of  ma- 
inging  land  and  farms,  alfo  lor  feeding 
cat  lie,  etc. 

Tl'.e  following  hints  may  be  of  advan¬ 
tage  to  gentlemen  and  farmers  in  parti¬ 
cular,  and  the  public  in  general. 

Of  Clean  Water  for  Cattle. 

“One  execrable  mifmanagement  of 
any  Hailed  cattle,  efpecially  milk  cows, 
is  the  obliging  them  to  drink  at  a  dirty 
pond,  whither  run  all  the  drainings  of  all 
dunghilU},  Stc.  It  is  amazing  that  any 
man,  raifed  one  degree  above  the  brute 
which  he  tends,  can  think  of  forcing  an 
animal,  to  naturally  delicate  as  a  cow, 
( whofe  fmelling  is  exquifite)  to  allay  that 
thirft  which  the  dry  winter  meat  odca- 
lions,  and  her  pregnancy  heightens,  with 
a  collection  of  every  filth  !  If  the  public 
fuffered  not  with  him,  he  would  deferve 
to  be  punilhed  for  his  barbarity,  by  the 
lofs  of  his  poor  imprifoned  cow  under 
any  of  thofe  diforders  which  fiich  loath- 
fomc  drink  may  occafion.  If  the  cattle 
cannot  have  fair  w'ater  foftened  in  a  cif- 
..  tern,  let  them  at  Icaft  drink  at  watering 
places  railed  off  neatly. 

Of  Sheep  as  generally  a  lofing  Article* 

“  I  own  myfclf  a  parti  fan  of  Mr  Young’s 
opinion;  that  even  in  the  fiuiih-wcftcrn 
counties,  (viz.  Devonlhire,  Doriellhire, 
&c.)  where  the  farmers  generally  pie- 
tend  not  to  a  knowledge  of  any  other 
article  of  hufbandry,  Ihcep  are  a  lofing 
branch  of  agriculture,  on  account  of  the 
vad  quantity  of  land  which  is  allotted  to 
them  tor  giafs  and  hay;  and  the  lead 
that  I  can  fay  of  that  animal  (ufeful 
and  profitable  to  individuals  and  the  pub¬ 
lic,  under  proper  reftriftions)  as  managed 
in  this  neighbourhood,  and  the  lorcHliip 
particularly  examined,  is,  that  “  it  is 
rendered  much  Icfs  profitable  than  it 
might  and  ought  to  be;  on  the  fydem  of 


advancing  rents,  by  a  lefs  perfeid  oecono-’ 
my  than  mignt  be  ettablilhed  ” 

Of  Summering  Sheep* 

“  The  fummering  ofdiKk-dieep  feems- 
lefs  exceptit. liable  by  far  than  that  of 
fummiring  fatting  ones.  'Ehe  lormtr 
have  uluaiiy  a  middling  padure  afligred 
to  them,  as  they  ought  lo  have;  but  the^ 
latter  have  a  portion  of  the  padure  of 
fatting  cattle  or  ofnnlk-cows.  Now,  as 
a  iheep  always  bites  near,  aiui  ftltds  the 
fweeted  graf>,  1  am  clearly  pei  fuaded,  t  hat 
the  fatting  dieep  leally  injure  the  padure 
much  more  than  is  apprehended,  and 
retard  the  fatting  or  milking  of  cattle 
much  more  than  is  imagined.  I  know 
that  a  mixture  of  dock  is  in  general  good^ 
as  different  dock  cat  different  gralfei, 
and  feed  on  ground  dunged  by  other 
fpecies;  but  then  I  am  fully  convinceil, 
that  cattle,  cither  feeding  or  milkings 
fhould  have  no  interlopers  to  ihortcu 
their  bite.  Experiments  on  the  ground 
in  like  years  carrying  a  dock  of  cattle 
only,  and  cattle  and  Iheep,  might  deter¬ 
mine  this  cafe.  In  dry  years  how  irre¬ 
mediably  docs  a  cow-pafture  fuffer  by 
Iheep  i 

Of  Wintering  Sheep* 

“  The  common  method  is  to  winter 
the  Lammocks  (as  the  farmers  here  call 
them), or  Lam-hogs,  with  hay,  and  to 
give  hay  to  no  fliecp  elfe,  except  in  great* 
dorms,  or  only  to  breeding-ewes,  where 
the  madcr  is  more  attentive  than  ordi¬ 
nary.  The  former  is  effeded  by  fuffer- 
ing  the  lammocks  iifually  to  run  to  the 
dack,  the  latter  by  carrying  waggon  loads 
of  hay,  and  difperfing  it  about  /the 
grounds,  as  occafion  appears  to  require. 

Of  running  to  the  Stack, 

•  “  This  method  has  long  appeared  to 
me  both  flovenly  and  wadefui,  to  be ‘at¬ 
tended  uiih  many  inconveuiendes,  and 
balanced  with  no'*  confidtrable  conve- 
niencics.  The  hay  which  lambs  cat 
diould  be  the  bed  both  in  nature  and  by 
care,  off  the  bed  foil,  and  bed  got,  con- 
dqueiuly  mod  valuable.  Grc.it  quan¬ 
tities  of  this  hay  fall  from  the  moulhs  of 
the  lambs,  when  they  attempt  to  pull  it 
with  their  very  tendrr'  tccth,  from  the 
lowTd  and  therefore  denfed  part  of  the 
dfck,  as  is  obvious  to  any  eye.  It  it  al« 
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mod  inft.inlly  foiled  with  their  feetjdunp^, 
&c.  fo  that  it  beconrics  of  little  ufe  for 
any  other  animal;  and  perhaps  on  this 
account  fo  few  farmers  are  attentive  to 
rake  tlie  fallen  hay  up  twice  or  even  once 
a  day. 

“  The  only  pretences  for  this  fl  venly 
waAcful  endom  are,  that  the  lammocks 
fc:  ve  themlelves,  and  favc  the  trouble  of 
fv)ddcring*;  that  they  fiK>n  form  a  kind 
of  pent-houfe  of  liay  over  themfeives 
and  the  hay  which  they  eat,  and  preferve 
it  dry. 

“  As  to  the  former  of  thefe  pretences, 
the  labour  of  todderint;  faved  is  dearly 
paHi  for  by  the  value  of  the  hay  waded ; 
and  as  to  the  latter,  covered  ciihs  or 
racks  are  unexpenfivc,  and  preferve  the 
hay  totally  frc'na  rain,  t^c.  Let  ns  look 
at  no  unufnal  conlcrjuencc  of  a  large  flock 
of  Inmmtxks  running  at  the  dack.  As 
they  ean  bite  only  to  a  low  height  of  the 
flack,  before  tlie  needs  of  the  leafon  oc- 
cafion  it  to  be  cat  round  and  round,  tlie 
lammcK'ks  undermine  it ;  and  when  high 
winds,  uiiial  in  fpring,  rife,  the  remains 
«»r  tl.e  dack  frequently  tumble,  and  are 
flam  fo  fpoiled  by  the  dung  and  wet,  as 
t4>  beemne  ('f  not  nearly  their  inlrinlrc 
ufe  and  value  when  hay  is  mod  valnabie. 
If  vou.  Sir,  have  fern  halfthi*  indances 
4»f  this  wade  which  1  Irave  in  Yiirkfnire, 
you  will  execrate  the  ciidvim.  When  an 
h  ry  ft.wV  is  thus  midnanaged,  no  wonder 
if  the  farmer  has  little  or  no  hay  to  fpare 
for  his  breeding  Sheep,  fatting  weathers,

condrid.  Every  perfon  poUefles  an  un¬ 
doubted  riglit  to  the  property  aud  difpu- 
fal  of  his  owni  literary  compolitions, 
which  extends  to  the  I'apprtlflon  or  pub- 
llcaiion  even  of  firch  as  liave  been  com¬ 
municated  in  tjic  for  rn  of  piiblic  Irdnres. 
Still  more  unpardonable  are  flrch  tran- 
fae^ions  in  tire  liic-lime  of  the  autlior;

fime.  But  however  lids  work  m  ly  af- 
te«5t  the  author’s  interell,  his  reputation 
vill  certainly  fuller  n(»  difp.iragcmtnt 
from  if;  crpeclally  when  it  rs  known, 
that  there  leciines  were  drawn  up  in  a 
very  fliort  time,  when  the  nnexj.vilLd 
death  of  the  pr»)fcfl'or  of  the  inciirria 
medica  at  Edliibnrgir,  almv>il  iinuieili  ite- 
ly  before  the  meeting  of  the  colleges,  had 
produced  a  vacancy  in  that  clafs.

of  which  are  the  annual  tribute  from 
Denmark  to  the  emperor,  and  the  other 
6000  are  what  remained  due  of  the  laft 
year’s  fublidy,  but  w’cre  not  fent  for  fear 
they  fhould  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of 
the  Algerines.” 

Postscript Foreign  History. 

Frontier's  ofTurky,  Aug,  12.  “  The 
Porte  docs  not  appear  difpofed  to  con- 
fent  to  the  independency  of  the  Crimea, 
nor  toany  ceflion  of  importance.

A  ietter  from  Copenhagen,  dated 
Atr/nil  18.  fays,  ‘‘ Tue  trigile  of  wnar 
Cm  litian'.on,  vvliich  arrived  here  a  few 
inoniha  ago  fr  »m  the  Mediterranean, 
went  b  id:  for  th  it  fea  the  ilay  before 
ycilci day,andall  onr  lliips,  in  their  return 
home  from  that  fea,  received  orders  to 
return  intothc  Mediterranean,  the  reafon 
of  which  is  ilili  unknown,  but  it  is  (tning- 
ly  rej)ortcJ,  that  there  will  fuon  happen 
a  great  and  important  revolution.” 

AFiendi  frigate  is  anived  at  Ctipen- 
hagen,  wiiieli  has  made  a  voyage  north- 
wauls,  with  fcveral  mathematicians,  in 
order  to  make  trial  of  a  time-piece,  of  a 
new  invention.

The  many  reports  that  have  l>een  cir¬ 
culated  relative  to  the  queen  of  Den¬ 
mark's  having  permilfion  to  return  to 
England,  are  wholly  deftitute  of  founda¬ 
tion,  Ha  we  arc  aflurtd  that  princefs  will 
remain  during  the  enfuing  winter  at 
Zell. 

If  the  queen  of  Denmark  can  prt  fer 
happinefs  to  dignity,  it  is  generally  bc- 
lievtd  the  will  lx  reltored  to  her  country 
and  timily  in  a  few  months.  But  fnch 
is  the  prclcnt  policy,  that  it  is  held  both 


imprudent  and  dangerous  to  have  more 
than  one  queen  in  this  kingdom  at  a 
time.

trancs,  and  might  bring  him  in,  by  his 
application  to  the  duties  of  it,  from 
iL.oo"'  to  12,000  livres  per  annuvi^  was 
fiipprelfed  by  an  ediift  of  February  laft. 
This  income  was  all  the  fortune  he  had 
to  fijpport  himftlf,  his  wife,  and  lixtfcn 
children.  Mr  s  Leon  came  to  Paris  and 
applied  to  the  comptrolier-geperal,  pray-- 
irg  that  he  wi-uld  confider  her  hulbnnd’s 
fit  nation,  and  indemnify  him  at  leaft  by 
fome  place,  that  might  enable  him  to' 
bring  up  his  nnmerciis  family.  The 
abbe  Terray  at  firft  gave  her  fair  wi’ords 
but  afterwards  Icfs  favourable  ones,  fo 
that  Ihe  was  obliged  to  return  iri  dcipair 
to  Rennes,  without  knowing  when  or 
how  her  linlbanii  was  to  be  rc-imburfed 
for  the  lofs  of  his  place.
